ANNUAL REPORT 2003 - 2004 

The Council of Architecture, a statutory body constituted by the Ministry of Human Resource Development, 
Government of India under the Architects Act, 1972, deems it a pleasure to present the Annual Report and Audited 
Statement of Accounts for the year ended on 31.03.2004. 

Organisational Structure : 

The Council of Architecture functions under the overall charge of the President, who is assisted by the Vice- 
President. The Re^nstrar performs the statutory duties and functions and is assisted by the Administrative Officer 
under the general supervision of the President and Committees of the Council. 

The Union Ministry of Humcn Resource Development is the nodal ministry of the Council of Architecture. 

The Council consists of elected and nominated representatives as members, namely, a nominee of the Central 
Government, an architect nominated by each State Government and Union Territory, five representatives elected 
from amongst members of the Indian Institute of Architects, five persons elected from amongst heads of 
architectural institutions, two persons nominated by the All India Council for Technical Education, the Chief 
Architect (ex-officio) of Central Public Works Department and Military Engineering Services, Ministry of Defence 
& Ministry of Railways, two persons nominated by Institution of Engineers (India) from among its members and 
one person nominated by the Institution of Surveyors of India from among its members. 

Statutory and Other Committees : 

In order to carry out the objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the Council constituted the 
statutory committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an Executive Authority of the Council, 
Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and holds enquiries relating to professional misconduct 
of architects, Advisory Committee (Appeals), which hears the appeals of the applicants whose cases were rejected 
for registration by the Registrar of the Council and such other committee for general or specific purposes. The 
President presides the meetings of the Council of Architecture and he is the Chairman of the Executive Committee. 
The President is assisted by the Vice-President, who is also the Vice-Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees : 

During the year under report, the Council met twice i.e. 42''*^ Meeting held on 17*^ & 18‘^ October, 2003 and a 
Special Meeting (43'*^ Meeting) was held on 6*^ February 2004. 

The Executive Committee met twice i.e. 75* meeting on 9* September, 2003 and 76* Meeting on 24* December, 

2003. 

fhe Disciplinary Committee met on 16* October, 2003 to hear the complaints filed against architects for alleged 
professional misconduct, as referred to it by the Council and upon hearing the complainants as well as the 
respondents-architects submitted its report to the Council for appropriate action. 

The Advisory Committee (Appeals) met on 8* September, 2003 to consider the appeals filed against rejection of 
their applications for registration as architects and upon hearing the appellants, it submitted the report for 
consideration of the Council. 

The various decisions and actions taken by the Council and the aforesaid committees during the year under report 
arc summarized as under : 

1.0 Disciplinary Action: 

Each and every architect is required to observe the standard of professional conduct and ethics, in terms of 
the \ichitects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989. The Act provides for taking action against an 
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architect who isToimd guilty of professional misconduct upon investigation and after providing opportunity 
of being heard to the architect. 

During the year under report, the Council at its 42"* meeting held on I?* & 18**^ October, 2003, decided to : 

(i) suspend the registration of Shri Wijendran Nadarajah, Architect, (Registration No.CA/97/21496). 

(ii) caution Shri Gautam Mazumdar, Architect (Registration No.CA/81 /6166). 

(iii) caution Shri Vinod Kumar Gupta, Architect (Registration No.CA/92/15112). 

as the above stated architects were found guilty of professional misconduct in terms of the provisions of 
the Architects Act, 1972, 

2.0 Election of a member of the Executive Committee from amongst members of the Council of 
Architecture in place of Prof. Vishwamitter for remaining term : 

Shri B. K. Bhadri, Education Officer (T), Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India was 
appointed Returning Officer for conducting the election of a member by the Central Government to the 
Executive Committee, as Prof. Vishwamitter ceases to be member of the Council as well as the Executive 
Committee. After holding the election and declaration of results as per procedures laid down under Rule 
25 of the Council of Architecture Rules, 1973 Shri Divya Kush was elected as a Member of the Executive 
Committee for the remaining term in place of Prof. Vishwamitter. 

3.0 Arebiteeturai Education: 

Council of Architecture under' the provisions oi Architects Act, 1972 and the Regulations framed 
thereunder is required to inspect every Institution imparting Architectural Education in India to ensure that 
the Course is conducted in confonnity with the minimum standards laid down by the Council of 
Architecture and to make recommendations to the Central Government for its continued recognition of 
Architectural qualification conferred by the Authority as provided under the Architects Act, 1972. 

Further, in terms of Memorandum signed between the Council of Architecture and the All India Council for 
Technical Education (AICTE), the Council*s recommendations are also forwarded to AICTE. 

4.0 Termination of Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between Council of Architecture (COA) 
and AJ] India Council for Technical Education (AICTE) 

The All India Council for Technical Education (AICTE) has unilaterally terminated the MOU with the 
COA on 27* November, 2003, which was entered into with aim to seek expertise and assistance of COA 
being a regulatory body for Architectural Education and Practice. 

Now, the COA shall not provide any assistance to AICTE and continue to regulate and monitor the 
standards of architectural education as mandated under the Architects Act, 1972. The Act provides, among 
odiers, for seeking information from authorities in India which grant recognised qualifications with regard 
to courses of study and examinations, to inspect any college or institution where architectural education is 
given, to ascertain adequacy of standards of architectural education including staff, equipment, 
accommodation, training, etc. and to make representation to the Government for withdrawal of recognition 
of qualification in case die standards at a college or institutions do not conform to the standards prescribed 
by liie Council and Sections 14 and 15 requires the Council to make necessary recommendation to the 
Central Government with regard to recognition of qualifications. 

5.0 Approval of New lastltutions - 2003-04 : 

During the year under report, one new institution was granted approval to introduce 5'year degree course in 
Architecture. With this, the total number of institution imparting five- year degree course in architecture 
has risen to 110 with an annual intake of 3622. 

6.0 Extension of Approval for academic session 2003-2004 onwards: 

The Executive Committee recognized that, in general, there is a shortage of full-time faculty and 
inadequate computing facilities and inadequate infrastructure available with the large number of

instimtions. Council of Architecture had conducted 71 inspections for the previous year. On the basis of 
recommendations of COA, AICTE granted extension of approval or otheru'ise as under: 

i) Extension of approval granted for 2003-2004 onwards retaining existing intake : 50 

ii) Extension of approval granted for 2003-2004 onwards with reduced intake : 16 

iii) Institutions put on *No Admission’ for 2003-2004 : 5 

The Council has also initiated the process of inspection for the academic session 2004-2005 of institution's 
which are due for inspections. 

7,0 Quality Improvement Programme for Faculty Members: 

The Council is successfully carrying out the Quality Improvement Programme of AICTE for faculty 
members. The Council has been encouraging faculty members to avail AICTE’s scholarship for acquiring 
higher qualification. During the year under report, 20 short-term courses were conducted. 

8.0 Cases of Professional Misconduct: 

At the 42"^ meeting held on 17* & 18* October, 2003, the Council decided to summon the following 
architects to appear before the Bar of the Council, who were found guilty of professional misconduct in 
terms of the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972, so as to provide them opportunity of being heard and to 
make their submissions before initiating action on them: 

(i) Shri Parmindef Singh Chawla, Architect, Mohali. 

(ii) Shri Harish Gandhi, Architect; Chandigarh. 

9.0 ARCHPLANET - 2004 (GATE for Architecture, Planning and Allied subjects). 

The Council has submitted its proposal as approved by the P. G. Board of Education for introduction of 
ARCHPLANET as a complimentary exam to GATE - 2004. The proposal of Council was considered by 
Prof, Siiohi's committee at IIT Delhi and which approved the same. The proposal of the Council has also 
been approved by the National Coordination Board (NCB) of GATE constituted by MHRD, Govt, of India 
and is awaiting the approval of the MHRD. 

10.0 Early Faculty Induction Programme 

The quality of professional education basically depends on the quality of teachers. Adequately qualified, 
highly competent and motivated faculty is becoming scarce in technical institutions all over the country'. 
The shortage of faculty has become more acute due to rapid expansion in professional / technical education. 

In order to attract bright engineering graduates to teaching, MHRD, Govt, of India operated the “Technical 
Teachers Training Scheme” in I950’s and 1960’s, With simitar objectives AICTE has taken an initiative to 
launch a revised “Early Faculty Induction Programme (EFIP)” with distinct features. The scheme aims at 
attracting bright young graduates in Engineering & Technology/ Pharmacy/ Architecture etc. to take 
teaching as their career by selecting them early when they are still in the final year of their under-graduate 
B.E,/B.Tech./B. Pharmacy/ B. Architecture course. 

Council of Architecture has been appointed as the Principal Coordinator for Early Faculty Induciion 
Programme - Architecture by the All India Council for Technical Education. The Council has initiated the 
necessary action in the matter. 

11.0 Hosting of Website 

Council of Architecture has hosted its Website on the internet containing Act, Rules, Regulations, 
Guidelines, Important Circulars, Court Judgements, Notifications, for the information of Architects as well 
as the general public. 
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12.0 Hearing of appeals filed against non-registration: 

The Council received and considered the report of the Advisory Comn.iii:^; (Appeals! for 15 cases of 
appeal against the decision of the Registrar rejecting applications for regisTr;irion at its 4?’ ^^ meeting held 
on 17‘^ and 18* October, 2003, Appeals of all the 12 appellants were rejected as they v\cre not eligible for 
registration. The appeals of 3 appellants will be considered again to provide them one more opportunity to 
present their case before the Advisory Committee (Appeals). 

13.0 Removal of names of the Architects from the Register of Architects and Restoration of names of 
architects to the Register of Architects: 

The Council at its 42"^^ meeting held on 17* & 18* October, 2003, removed the names of 35 architects 
upon their request or consequent upon their death. 

The Council at its 42"*^ meeting held on 17* & 18* October, 2003, restored the names of 1227 architects 
who have got their names restored on payment of requisite fees, to the Register of Architects. 

14.0 Budget for the year 2003-2004 : 

The Council, at its 42"'* meeting held on 17* & 18* October, 2003, approved the budget estimates for the 
year 2003-2004, recurring expenditure :o the extent of Rs. 73,77,500/- and non-recurring expenditure to the 
extent of Rs. 22,50,000/-, against the budgeted income receivable amounting to Rs. 96,67,000/-. 

15.0 Enforcement of the Professional Conduct Regulations, 1989 : 

It has been noticed by the Council of Architecture that user industries including government department/ 
undertakings and local bodies have been continuing with the practice of engaging architects by inviting 
tenders/ financial bids and insisting to deposit earnest money, as mandatory conditions, in order to make 
them eligible for providing architectural services/ consultancy. 

At the instance of the practising architects, the Council has written numerous letters to various authorities 
namely, State Governments, Municipal Corporations, Municipal Councils, Universities, Lakshdweep PWD, 
C-DOT, Mahatma Gandhi Hindi International Hindi Visvavidyalaya, Bank of India, RITES, IRCON, 
NBCC - Constitution Club, Delhi Metro Rail Corporation, Chennai Metropolitan Development Authority, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Govt, of India, Ministry of External Affairs, Govt, of India, as to not to insist 
architects to pay tender cost; quote lowest fees contrary to the minimum fees prescribed by the Council of 
Architecture and deposit of earnest money, as these conditions will put restrictions on architects right to 
practice the profession. 

The Council has also brought to the notice of the individual/ corporate clients that the architects are 
required to observe and uphold the CounciTs conditions of engagement and scale of charges as provided 
under Regulation 2(1) (xii) of the Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989. These regulations 
also prohibit quoting of lower fees than the minimum fees prescribed by the Council in competition with 
fellow architects, In view of this, they have been advised to engage an architect for providing architectural 
services on payment of minimum professional fees and in due compliance of the conditions of agreement 
as prescribed by the Council of Architecture, 

16.0 Architectural Competitions: 

The Council has assisted a number of promoters in the conduct of the architectural design competitions, 
namely, Jammu & Kashmir Water and Lakes Development Authority, Airport Authority of India, Shere 
Kashmir University of Agriculture and Sciences, Jammu, Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti, IIT Delhi, Ministry 
of H.R.D, Govt.of India for Allahabad Science Centre, various Municipal Corporation and Individual 
Clients etc. for their projects in compliance with the architectural competitions guidelines prescribed by it. 
The guidelines and inputs required by the promoters and competitors in the conduct of the competitions and 
also to safeguard their interests, were made available by the Council whenever sought for. 
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17.0 Registration of Architects : 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 2:> oJ ..le Act. . residcb or c on the 
profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized architectural qualilicuiion. 

Dun ^ the year(l** April, 2003 to 31^‘ March, 2004), the Council has registered 2312 persons as architects 
and with this as on 31“ March, 2004, 33319 persons have been registered as architects. 

18.0 Enforcement of the Architects AcU 1972 : 

The Council has written numerous letters to ±e Chief Secretaries of State Governments and Local Bodies 
and Development Authorities, etc. for implementing the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972 and the 
Architects (Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, in particular regarding : (i) the protection of title and 
style of architect : (ii) no further registration or fees arc asked by the Local Bodies from the architects 
registered with the Council of Architecture ; (iii) to protect the privilege of architects to pursue their 
profession of architecture ; and (iv) Architect’s licence should not be issued to any person who is not 
registered as an architect with the Council of Architecture. 

The Government of Tamilnadu, Punjab and Uttar Pradesh have ini i iii ted actions on the letters of the 
Council of Architecture. 

19.0 Misuse of Title and Style of ^ Architect : 

Council is issuing notices to various individuals/ firms using the title arstyle of architect without being 
registered with the Council of Architecture and carrying on the firchitcciural profession illegally. Criminal 
complaints have also been filed against such persons, in the Court of Law for taking cognizance of the 
offences by the Court for punishing the malefactors, as provided under the Act. 

20.0 Publications: 

Council of Architecture is publishing a magazine titled “architecture - time space & people" every month 
through M/s. Spenta Multimedia Ltd., Mumbai. This is being sent free of cost, to all the registered 
architects and it provides useful information about the activities of the Council and issues concerning 
architectural profession and latest technological advancements and innovations applied. 

21.0 Revision in National Building Code 

The Bureau of Indian Standards (BIS), New Delhi has taken up the revision in the National Building Code 
of India and for this purpose, BIS has constituted a number of panels of experts for revising different parts 
of the National Building Code. 

The Council is putting its every efforts to get amended certain parts of National Building Code (NBC)of 
India in order to give effect to the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972 in matters of registration of 
architects, qualifications and their competence vis-a-vis other related professionals. The provisions also 
have a big impact of building bye-laws of various States where the competence and qualifications of a 
person entitled to practice the profession of an architects is adopted from the NBC. 

22.0 General Agreement on Trade in Services in World Trade Organisation : 

During the period’ the Council of Architecture supplied its comments on Market Access under Mode I and 
Mode 2 to Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India. The officials of the Council 
attended a National Workshop Specified Service Sectors. The Council submitted its comments on draft 
initial offer during omparing die existing commitments, current FDI Policy and proposed initial offer to 
the MHRD and al. > on the Note on issues relating to Mode 4 i.e. Movement of Natural Persons, as 
prepared by the Cc imcrce Ministry. The officials of the Council attended the National Workshop on 
‘^WTO Negotiations on Trade in Services" as organized by the Federation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry (FICCI) in the month of April, 2003. The officials of the Council also participated 
in the Seminar on “Trade in education services : a focus on engineering, management, archuecture and 
pharmacy eiducation” organized by International Centre for WTO & WIPO Studies in the month of May. 
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2003. The President, COA had also attended the Inter-niinistenal meeting on “Draft Model Schedule'' on 
9"' July, 2003 at Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi. The Council is also examining the documents papers 
presentation sent by National Institute of Educational Planning and Administration (NIEPA) regarding 
Enhancing the Competitiveness of Education Service Sector. 

The Council under the guidance ofjhe Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Govt, of India lias prepared a 
diaft Mutual Recognition Arrangement document to be executed between Indi^nd Singapore through 
[-oard of Architects, Singapore under Comprehensive Economic Cooperation Agreement and this would 
serve as model for forging MRAs with the member countries of WTO. A meeting w^s also organized at the 
office of the Council of Architecture on 30*^ October between the President and R^istrar of the Board of 
Architects, Singapore and President of the Council of Architecture and Experts, of the Council regarding 
the system of licensing and recognition of qualifications procedures ana, the dpmcstic regulations prevalent 
in the Singapore. The President, Experts of the Council and officials of the Council also participated in the 
meeting organised by the Ministry of Commerce & Industry with delegation of Singapore on 31" October. 
2003 at Ashoka Hotel, followed by signing of Record Note of Discussion. Later follow up meetings were 
held at Hotel Samrat and Ministry of Commerce & MHRD, New Delhi. President. Council of Architecture 
has also presented papers and made Presentations in a seminar held at Gene\'a on Recognition of 
Qualifications. 

23.0 Films on Architecture : 


In order to promote architectural education and profession and to acquaint the a;chiiocts with the new 
technologies and advancements made in the industry, the Council of Architecture is promoting the films on 
architecture and organizing films shows of various foreign / Indian films for architects at India Habitat 
Centre, New Delhi.
